CroKer, a son of Richard Croker, the 
New York political leader, was found 
dead on a southbound Atchison, To­ 
peka 
& Santa Fe railway train, be­ 
tween K ansas City and Newton, Kau., 
yesterday. 
He had died during tho 
night, evidently from the effects of 
some drug adm inistered at 
K ansas 
Q ty, where he took the train T hurs­ 
day night for Bliss, Okla. 
Tile first news of the death of young 
Croker was received in Kansas City 
last evening w hen the local police 
were requested to hunt for a negr * 
who is said to have placed Croker on 
the train at K ansas City. 
According to a telephone message 
from Newton. Croker was found dead 
in a car-seat just before 
the train 
reached Newton. 
The body was taken 
from the train at Newton. 
His iden­ 
tity did not become known until a 
message was received from Richard 
Croker at New York several hours la­ 
ter, asking the authorities to hold the 
remains and stating th at he would 
leave im m ediately for Newton, 
Tile 
first clue to C roker’s Identity was a 
letter found in the dead m an’s pocket 
addressed by Zach Mulhall, formerly 
of Oklahoma, who is now holding a 
Wild West show in New York city, to 
Joseph Shiner, m anager of the famous 
"101” ranch at Bliss, Okla. 
Inquiry 
by telephone elicited the information 
th a t Croker was not known at the 
Bliss ranch. 
Evidently he was on the 
way to the ranch for an outing. 
Fol­ 
lowing a m essage of inquiry to New* 
York, the coroner took charge of the 
body and em panelled a jury. 
An in* 
quest is in pro,un ss. 
According to stories of passengers 
and the conductor on the train upon 
which Croker died, th e young New 
Yorker was placed on the train at 
Kansas City shortly after IO o’clock 
Thursday night by a negro. 
Croker 
appear* d to he tinder the influence of 
some drug 
The negro was seen to 
hand him a sum of money and a rail­ 
road ticket ju st before the train s ta rt­ 
ed, when he jumped off and disap­ 
peared. 
W hen the conductor came 
around to collect Croker’s fare the 
latter was asleep and he did not dis­ 
turb the passenger, 
Croker was left 
to himself all night until nearly 5 
o’clock in th* morning, when the con­ 
ductor made another attem pt to col­ 
lect his ticket. 
He was unable to 
arouse Croker, and upon exam ination 
found that he was dead, 
The coroner at Newton was notified 
by telegraph of the fact, and when the 
train reached th at city the body was 
removed to an undertaking establish­ 
ment. 
It was several hours before the 
young m an’s identity was established. 
As far as can be learned. Croker a r­ 
rived in K ansas City early on T h u rs­ 
day and spent the afternoon at the 
Elm Ridge racetrack. 
He is known 
to have been in the com pany of sev­ 
eral patrons of the racetrack before 
he boarded the train for the south. 
After several hours’ search city de­ 
tectives located the negro who put 
young Croker 
on th** train. 
He is 
Charles Woodson, a 
porter at 
the 
Coates hotel, 
Woodson says Croker 
arrived at the hotel about 8 o’clock 
Thursday n i-h t in an intoxicated con­ 
dition. 
A fter repeated requests th e 
negro, according to his story, accom ­ 
panied Croker to a 
Chinese 
opium 
resort in Sixth street, where they re­ 
mained for an hour, going from thence 
to the train. 
Croker was at the race­ 
track all the afternoon, but his expen­ 
ditures and m anner were not such as 
to attract attention.
